And thisis true’; but there are also unnoticed 
currents and s<hifting winds playing. over the 
great ocean of time, and these if skillfully seiz- 
ed, may prove as important to our progress as 
the mighty flood-tide itself. ~Our readers have, 
doubtless, long since remarked, out of what 
slender threads the web of great fortunes have 
been woven by skilful and energetic hands: 
‘using means and seizing opportunities which 
the feeble and indolent either overlook or de- 
spise. A few remarkable instances of thus 
“compelling fortune,” we are now about to offer 
them—the successful result of one of which 
came under our own personal observation, whilst 
the heroine of another is at this present time 
living in France. Giving her history the prece- 
dence due her sex, we shall begin with it, and 
thus show our readers the importance of a hand- 
ful of wool!

He studied to meet the exi- 
gencies of his new position. He leaned to 
speak the language, and undetstand, in a mea- 
sure, the commercial policy ot the Ruropean 
strangers who rule the land, He was industrious, 
self-denying, and quick-witted. When we saw 
him. in his advancing age, he possessed, as the 
fruit of his own thought and energy, an income 
of some hundreds of thousands yearly and he 
spent his wealth as liberally as he had earned it 
carefully.

Electricity —Curious Experiments.

Modern science has pene- 
trated a step or two into the arcanum of its mys 
tery. and the revelations have been astonishing 
as they are beautifal. 

When Morse harnessed the lightning, and 


made it travel with the speed of light. as a com- 


mon courier, a great and important first step was 
taken in the task of reducing this wonderful 


| agent to man’s purposes, and making it a useful

servant to his wauts. Much yet remains to be 
discovered, but the investigating mind sees in 
many ofthe manifestations of electricity the 
practical and useful purposes it re | yet be ap- 
plied to. One of the most beautiful and curious 
experiments performed through its instrumen- 
tality which we have seen, is that of lghting 
vas with the tip of the finger. This experiment 
may be easily performed and has been done by 
James Swaim, of this city, repeatedly, in eon- 
nection with the beltings of the engine and 
shafting of the press room, and it is far more 
astonishing than the spirit rappings, which are 
setting 80 many socal crazy. Friction, it is 


well known, will produce electricity in certain 


substances, and the friction of a gutta percha or 
common leather working belt upon the fly-wheel 
or pulleys of a steam engine and shaftings pro- 
duces it in considerable quantities. If a person 
will insulate himself by standing upou a board 
fixed upon glass insulators—commom porter 
bottles would answer—and hold an iron bar ora 
number of iron spikes in his hand, their points 


‘almost touching the belt, he may. by extending

the opposite hand to a gas-burner, light it with 
the tip of his finger as easily as with a mateh. 
He will feel a sensible shock pass through him, 
a pricking sensation in his finger joints, and see 
a brilliant spark pass off with’a cracking sound 
to the vas-burner. The electric tlhuid will pass 
through several persons joining hands, the same 
as with an electric battery, and the last may fire 
the burner.—Philadelphia Ledger.

It is to be regretted by all good citizens and 
well disposed, people, that a spirit of outrage 
‘upon morals, good order, and the deceucies and 
amenitieg of life, is becoming so common in com- 
munity, and these things are so readily tolerated 
andallowed.

Grorcetown, El Dorado Cv., 
July 2, 1853. 
Crossing the South fork of the American river 


at Coloma and ascending the high hills oppo- 
site, one has a fine view of the village below, 
where, in Feb. 48 gold was first discovered. 
The village is in a romantic spot, the scenery 
around bold aid impressive, and the place alto- 
gether worthy of the fame of that discovery. 
The old saw-mill (in whose race-way) the gold 
was found. still lingers in decay, an object of 
great interest to the observer. Down the river 
oue mile and a half is seen the village of Union- 
town, and still farther other mining settlements 
on either side, and in a clear day a glimpse is 
obtained of Sacramento valley. Four miles 
brings the traveller to Garden Valley, generally 
called Johutown, where is a tine steam mill in 
successful operation by Cody & Co., and a num- 
ber of stores among a thrifty mining population. 
Some six miles beyond and lying between the 
South and Middle forks is Georgetown. This is 
a village among the pine groves. The site ts 
well chosen, the streets broad and regular, and 
the general appearance of the place pleasing tu 
the stranger. A daily line of stages connect it 
with Sacramento, and the business done here 
indicates it to be in an important mining region. 
Water is soon to be introduced here from Pilot 
Creek, by a company recently organized, which 
promises an abundant supply to the miners in 
this region and below. _A daily school is taught 
here, and the materials are already secured aud 
on the ground for erecting a Church building. 
In the mean time religious services are held on 
the Sabbath im a spacious room oflered to the 
use of the public by Mr. Southworth, the gen- 
tlemanly proprietor of the Nevada Hotel. The 
Rev. Mr. Register, a young man in connection 
with the Cumberland Presbyterian Chureh,minis- 
ters to the people once in two weeks with much 
acceptance, and occasionally the supply is filled 


} with preachers of the Methodist and Baptist 


Churches. These services of religion, and «the 
presence of many families lead us to hope that 
business will soon be dispensed with on the 
Sabbath in Georgetown, and that day be observ- 
ed by all its citizeus in a proper and becoming 
manuer. - 

We had the pleasure of meeting here Mr. 
Conness, late representative of El Dorado county 
in the legislature. For his faithfulness to the 
public interests when in that body, for his man- 


ly condnet in rebuking the proflgacy of one of

With really no just cause of provocation, no 
substantial grounds for committing such outrage, 
these two valiant youths enter the office of an 
editor whose sacred calling, they knew would 
disarm him, and finding him seated at his desk 
commence a brutal attack upon him. Brave 
young men these, truly! 

The cause of their attack it appears was the 
exposure up of the present system of rafiles in 
which the establishment where they were en- 
gaged was conspicuously shown up in illustration 
he mode in which they were conducted. — 
While no circumstances could excuse or even 
palliate so gross an offence, as this attack by two 
men upon adefenceless individual, there was 
nothing in the editorial remarks referred to that 
could justify such a cowardly breach of deceucy 
and good conduct. 

We regret that the press of this city, so ready 
on other occasions to resent any approach at en- 
croachment upon its privileges or infraction of 
the rights of its members, has with a few ex- 
ceptions, quietly suffered this matter to pass 
without administering that scathing rebuke such 
conduct deserves.

Mameluke Hill, so justly celebrated tor its 
gold deposits, is less than a mile from here. 
Quite a population has gathered ou and around 
it. The hill has been pierced on its summit 
with shafts from ninety to one hundred and 
twenty feet deep, and on its sides with tunnels 
from three to five hundred feet in length. The 
gold is coarse, and is found ona bed rock of slate 
amiong gravel and coarse drift, overlaid with clay 
and hard cement. Here was once the channel 
of a stream, near the base of a high hill. 
entered the Mameluke tunnel, owned by Messrs. 
Keiser and Klipstine, young men who have 


been remarkably successful in their operation: ' 


and were the first, we believe, to discover gold 
in this locality. With candle in hand, we grop- 
ed around for some time in their underground 
chambers, gazing with a feeling of awe upon 
the work of other ages, now so strangely opened 
and revealed. As high as thirty thousand dol- 
lars has been already taken from a tunnel, and 
some years yet may be required to work out the 
claim. Very general and great success has 
crowned the labors of the miner here. , 

Signs of preparations for the coming Fourth 
are seen around here in the erection of flag- 
stafls, apartments for public dinners and balls. 
Orations are to be delivered, flags displayed, 
cannon fired, and much eating and dancing to 
come off, and the day will be duly celebrated 
in patriotic style among the mountain villages. 
No spot certainly could be more favorable for 
such an occasion than these beautiful pine 
groves of El Dorado county. aw. D. 


‘Late from the Sandwich Islands. 


The brig Zoe arrived on Monday last from 
Honolulu, bringing dates one month later from 
the Sandwich Islands. The news is of a highly 
interesting character, and affairs generally on 
the Islands are represented to be in a highly 
prosperous condition. The ravages of that dread- 
ful disease the small-pox remains unchecked, 
and large numbers of the natives are swept 
away by this pestilence. Sanitary regulations 
appear to have but little effect in checking the 
progress of this fearful malady. We make the 
following extracts from our Honolulu exchanges, 
in regard to the progress of this fearful malady. 

As soon as the appearance of the disease in 
Honolulu was known, an act was passed by 
both houses of the Legislature, authorizing the 
King to appoint three Commissioners of Public 
Health, in aceordance with which His Majesty, 
on the 16th of May. nominated Messrs. Judd, 
Rooke and Parke, Commissioners. 

The Commissioners met without delay, and 
having chosen T. C. B. Rooke, Chairman, and 
J. Hardy, Secretary, commenced their proceed- 
ings; an hospital was procured, and ordered to 
be fitted up with all dispatch; the utmost pre- 
cautionary measures weré taken to prevent the 
spreading of the disease ; notices were issued 
and widely circulated > the Minister of Public. 
Instruction was authorized to take every neces- 
sary step for the general vaccination of the 
people ; measures were taken to préVent the ex- 
tension of the disease to the other islands by 
and other vessels, and sub-commission- 


ers and agents were inted thro

During the following week the scourge spread 
with fearful rapidity. The Commissioners’ re- 

ort for the week ending June 10 was as fol- 
nee -— The number uf new cases which have 
come under obseryation during the past week 
are 45. The deaths reported are 13. Few pa- 
tients have been admitted into the hospital, 
cases being widely dispersed over every quarter 
of Honolulu, Manoa, Palolo, Leiahi, Nuuanu, 
Kailua, Kalihihand Ewa. Four cases are also 
reported as having = in Kona, Hawaii. 

In consequence of this alarming spread, the 
King isssued the following proclamation on the 
9th of June :-— 

Whereas, it has pleased Almighty God, the 
Ruler of Nations, and in whose bands are the 
destinies ofall men, to send among our lea 
malignant and infections disease called the 
small pox, which is rapidly -increasing, and 
threatens to spread throughout our Islands and 
decimate the population ; and whereas no hu- 
man efforts can prove successful in arresting the 
progress of this fearful.disease without the Di- 
vine interposition. 

Therefore, We, by aud with the advice and 
consent of our Privy Council of State, hereby 
issue our Proclamation, calling upon all pastors 
of churches and Christian people on the Island 


inst., as a day of fasting, humiliation and prayer 
to God, that in mercy He will be pleased to re- 
move trom us this threatening calamity, and 
vrant us, as a people, life, health and prosperity. 
In like manner we call upon all pastors of 


to observe such a day at their earliest conveni- 
ence after the recept of this notice. 

Done at our Palace in Honolulu, this 9th day 
of June, A D. 1853.

AGRICULTURAL Socitety.—The Royal Haw- 
aiian Agricultural Society held their annual 
meeting in Honolulu on the 7thoft Juue. Judge 
Win. L. Lee, President of the Society, in the 
chair. From the annual report, we learn that 
the past year has been one of comparative pros- 
perity, and the agricultural interests of the lands 
are fast recovering from the sad reverses of 1851. 
Still, the efiorts of the agriculturalist in some 
departments, especially in that of planting, is an 
uncertain business, owing to the want of the 
necessary capital, labor and knowledge for its 
successful prosecution. 


Svucar.—The planters in this field are moving 
on slowly but steadily, and gradually improving 
their implements, machinery, and modes of ecul- 
tivation. The most serious drawback to this 
branch of agriculture is the heavy duty imposed 
upon sugar and molasses in the Onited States. 

The whole produce of the Islands during the 
last year, is estimated at about 700 tons, which, 
with the syrup and molasses manufactured, may 
be valued at $100,000. The 1 for the year 
to come promises to be twice as large, and yet 
this is but a small fraction of what it should be. 
We have thousands of acres of first rate cane 
lands, now vacant and idle, which, with capital, 
enterprise and labor, are capable of producing 
enough to pay for all the goods we import. At 
present there is a lack of confidence in the busi- 
ness of sugar growing, arising from the reverses 
of 1850 and 1851. There is a lack of means in 
the country to set the ball fairly in motion, but 
the time will come—must come, when this busi- 
ness shall receive an impulse which will whiten 
our waste lands with the waving plumes of the 
sugar cane. | 


The Royal School ot Honolulu, has number- 
ed the past term 100 scholars, which is an in- 
crease of 37 above the number attending last 
year.

We are pleased to learn that the cause of Tem- 
perance is flourishing and has received a fresh 
impetus in the Territory. A Temperance Con- 
vention was held at Salem, at which a Territo- 
tial Temperance Society was organized and the 
adoption of the Maine Liquor Law, by the Leg- 
islature recommended. 


Tue E.ection.~The voie of the Territory at 

the recent election fur Delegate to Congress and 
members of the Territorial Legislature, was 
much larger than was anticipated. It is thought 
the whole number will reach about 8000. Jack- 
son county threw about 1300. Marion and 
Washington over a thousand each, and Claka- 
mas a little less than a thousand. To the Leg- 
islature but four Whigs are elected as far as 
heard from, and there is but one to hear from.—

Tue Mines.—Within the past few days we 
have heard various contradictory rumors relative 
to the richness of the Santiam mines. From 
what we can learn, the miners are making on 


liar situation of the mines they are rendered 
difficult of approach, and taking into considera- 
tion the fatigue and uncertainty of mining ope- 
rations, we are inclined to think that more gold 
can be accumulated (ready coined, too, at that,) 
in a barn yard than in many fines in Oregon.

left'a short time before. He yet lives, though 
i @ precarious situation. The assailant was a 
mulatto, or very dark skinned white man, and 
his object probably was robbery. The country 
was scouted for him in vain. Mr. Coons is a re- 
spectable man, with a family of Indiana, and 
keeps a store at German Bar. He had about 
$200 with him at the time of the outrage. 

It is positively averred by a Senatied. that he 
has seen Joaquin, the notorious robber and mur- 
derer, twice in that region—ouce at Eureka, and 
once at Snow Tent. The ridge between the 
Yubas is well fitted for the ope#ations of mis- 
creants, and more murders have been commit- 
ted there than in any other locality in the north- 
ern mines. Blood Run, near Snow Tent, de- 
rives its name from the corpses found in it.

California Plants. 


Ice Plant. A splendid species of the ice plant, 
a native of California, is found in the greatest 
abundance along the coast and bay in the vicin- 
ity of San Franciseo. Dr. Torrey observes 
“ there are two or more species said to be natur- 
alized in California, and one Mr. Nuttall suspects 
~ to be native; but there is no account of the 
species in his notes, and we have seen no speci- 
mens.” The subject is thus dismissed by this 
eminent author. 

Without other means of reference, we feel 
some misgivings, but shall venture to describe 
this succulent plant as a Mesembryanthemum 
Trigonacarmatyolium. 

The stem is fleshy with a ligneous center: 
running on the sand, it throws down fibrous 
roots at the joints, is slightly three-sided, and 
the younger internodes two-edged swelled up- 
wards—the branches originate from the axils of 
the leaves, and rarely ascend to more than six 
iuches above the sandy hillocks which it over- 
spreads. 

The leaves are fleshy 3-sided one to two inches 
long and 3-8 to 1-2 an inch thick, the back and 
point of the leaf most beautifully reserYbles the 
keel of a ship, or in shape like a long-boat,— 
tipped with a short little sharp point; these 
clumsy leaves are set abruptly against, and half- 
clasping the stem, arranged if opposite pairs al- 


ternately crossing each other at right angles.. 


The flowers are from the ends of the branches 
and set low in the fork of the terminal pair of 
leaves. They are of a very beautiful brilliant 
hue, “like crimson light shining through trans- 
parent purple’ —one to two inches in diameter 
composed of several rows of numberless long 
linear petals, inserted into, or springing from the 
green calyx, as do also the iunumerable yellow- 
stamens that adorn the top of this turban-like 
seed-vessel ; the fruit, when young, is two-edged: 
afterwards swelled elliptic fig-shaped (hence 
the common Mexican name is * Tvaila,” vr 
little-fig.) Its size is from 1-2 to one ineh in 
length, by 1-2 to 3-4 of an inch in breadth, with 
a flat top or disk, having about eight coiled or 
recurved central threads or styles, and marked 
by eight radiated fissures, which open as the 
fruit dries. The calyx-cup is four or five-clett, 
irregular, the two largest divisions corresponding 
with its angles, the others have membranous 
margins, the whole keel-pointed like the leaves. 

The inner pulp of the fruit that envelopes the 
seeds, when ripe, is very jucy mucilaginous and 
pleasantly flavored—divested of the fleshy calyx 
it is eaten with sugar and cream and constitutes 
a luxurious dish.. The whole plant is saline, 
astringent, emollient, and_nutricious. The In- 
dians also use it for food. 

This plant blooms nearly the entire year, and 
is transplanted as a box-plant by our citizens, in 
whose eyes the splendor of the flower makes 
ample amends for its gross unwieldy foliage.
